State. Authorities Restrict Sale to 


Those Who Handle The Article

LEVERAGE ON WHOLESALERS 


A ruling has been sent out from 


Indiana by the state authorities in 
charge restricting the sale of sugar 
to merchants who handle it regular 
and forbidding- Sts sale by dealers 
who use it as a leverage to get 
other business. 


Beeeipts of this ruling locally .wi'll 


have little effect as it is said to aim 
principally at the jewelers and fur- 
niture store dealers who have been 
selling sugar at reduced prices for 
the purpose 
of. drawing .trade to 


their stores. It is well'known that 
this was a common practice in Ind- 
ianapolis-and other-large cities. The 
ruling also forbids the handling of 
sugar in wholesale lots by retailers 
who have no license as wholesalers. 
This ruling was designed to protect 
the -wholesalers as the provisions of 
the Mc'Nary bill require that .all 
wholesalers have a 
license to do 


business. It would obviously be un- 
fair to have merchants not in the re- 
gular business -of handling sugar in 
wholesale lots 
who 
coiiid do Hiis 


business at will without the neces- 
sity of applying for a license. 
"Wholesalers hereafter will lie 
re- 


quired to sell only to responsible re- 
tailers rfccording to the 
of the order,

'The price of sugar as set by the 


fair price 
commissib'n at the pre- 


sent time ranges from 30 to 22 cents 
per pound, according to the quality 
purchased.

Dublin, (By Mail)—(Ireland is lit- 


erally honeycombed by two of the 
most elaborate 
secret service sys- 


tems of modern times. 


The Sinn Feiners maintain a higb- 


lv organized system of espionage to 
watch the government while the gov- 
ernment employs a corps of agents 
to spy upon the Sinn Feiners and 
their secret1 service men. 


The .Sinn Fein .spy department lias 


reached 
an amazing degree of effi- 


ciency and extends into the inner- 
most councils df the Irish govern- 
ment. Despite Dublin Castle's great- 
est precautions, the Sinn Fein lead- 
ers time after time secure advance 
information of contemplated action. 
Carefully guarded secret documents 
mysteriously turn up in possession 
of Sinn Fein, and government olli- 
cials make scarcely a move without 
Sinn Fein's knowledge. 


Owing to the fact that the sym- 


pathies of the majority of the peo- 
ple are with Sinn Fein, the govern-

To all except the leaders the ex-

I'pou 'arrival in Dublin French al- 
ways leaves the train at an outlying 
.station—'and the station is chosen 
only an hour before arrival. But in 
spite of t'hese precautions, the 
at- 


tackers learned -the exact route and 
were lying in ambush. The police au- 
thorities declare that some Sinn Fein 
agent employed either at the Vicer- 
egal Lodge or in Dublin Castle must 
have "tipped off" the arrangements.
